NOTES ON CATALOGUES. 

Otto Harrassowitz, Leipzig, the well-known 
antiquarian bookseller, has again laid book col¬ 
lectors and cataloguers of early books under 
obligations by the issue of an exceedingly satis¬ 
factory and interesting work on press productions 
from the invention of printing to the year 1500. 
The work is an index to Ludwig Hain’s masterly 
“ Repertorium Bibliographicum in quo libri 
omnes ab arte typographica inventa usque ad 
annum MD.” The work has been prepared by 
Conrad Burger, and consists of three sections or 
indices. The first is devoted to the printers of 
the 15th century, with a chronological survey of 
the books printed by them. As was necessary, 
each book-printer’s work has been strictly divided 
into two groups: the authentic productions, with 
his imprint, and those which, from similarity of 
type, have been attributed to him by Hain. In 
the chronological arrangement, undated pro¬ 
ductions head the list, then those without date of 
month but with date of year, and then follow 
those which bear the date of the month as well 
as year, properly arranged in the order of 
months. The difficulty of this classification, 
owing to the divergence of calendars, and the 
dates in some cases being only Saints’ days 
without date of month, can be readily imagined.

The second section is an index of printed publi¬ 
cations which bear neither the name of the 
printer nor that of the town where printed. The 
third section consists of an Index of Places. This 
work presents for the first time, we believe, in 
concise but comprehensive manner, a chronologi¬ 
cal index of the printed works of every printer 
of the incunabula period, with information *0! 
the relations of the printers to one another and 
with the booksellers under whose orders they 
worked. (64-428 p. S°, pap., 16 marks.) 

The Law Bulletin of the State Univer¬ 
sity of Iowa, in its second issue, published De¬ 
cember, 1891. containsa “ Historical Bibliography 
of the Statute Law of Iowa,” by T. L. Cole, of 
Washington, D. C. Mr. Cole is an expert of 
long experience in handling session laws. State 
statute law is his specialty. His list shows a 
thorough knowledge of books containing the 
political and legal history of Iowa from the Lou¬ 
isiana Purchase, through the Louisiana, Missouri, 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Iowa territorial periods 
to, and including the Code of 1873, with refer¬ 
ence to the lately compiled and legalized code of 
Chancellor McClain. The list is unique. Noth¬ 
ing of its kind has heretofore appeared In Iowa 
law literature. It is not only of value to lawyers, 
but is an important addition to the historical lore 
of the State. 

U. Hoepli, Milan, has issued as No. 105 of his 
excellent Manuali Hoepli “ Letteratura proven- 
zale,” a brief history of Proven$al literature, by 
Dr. Antonio Restori. To the many who with¬ 
out being specialists, are interested in the history 
of European literatures, this little book will be 
welcome. Dr. Restori, without attempting to 
give the result of original investigation, presents 
an orderly and accurate survey of the whole field, 
with an index and good bibliographical notes.

THE PROFESSION OF BOOKSELLING. VI. 

THE ARRANGEMENT AND DISPLAY OF STOCK.—VII. 

Whenever possible, the shelving should be so 
built that the top shelf may be within the reach 
of an average-sized person. As already pointed 
out, shelving should not be run clear up to the 
ceiling, for the reasons given. If your store is 
high enough to allow of it, build a gallery around 
the whole or a part of it. Even then there should 
be at least a foot or two of space between the top 
of the shelving and the ceiling. The shelves 
should be easily accessible to the customer, and 
never should counters or any other obstruction be 
placed in front of them that would in the least 
convey to the mind of the bookbuyer that the 
shelves are forbidden territory. On the contrary, 
they should be as ope'ri to the customer as the 
tables, arid' your patrons should be invited on 
every occasion to inspect your stock on the 
shelves at their pleasure. We suspect that 
more fatal errors are made in this direction by 
the retailers than they are aware of. Customers 
in general, and bookbuyers in particular, are 
naturally timid or diffident in a store, and fear¬ 
ful of getting into places where they are not 
welcome ; and all are more or 'less impressed 


with the fact that by tradition the space be¬ 
hind counters and tables is sacred to the store¬ 
keeper and his clerks. Do all you can to dis¬ 
abuse the minds of your patrons of this no¬ 
tion, and let it be widely known that all are al¬ 
lowed free access to every part of your store. 
Impress them with the belief that you have the 
utmost -confidence in them—it will seldom be 
abused. You may now and again lose a book ; 
but you will oftener find, here and there in your 
store, customers taking down a book from this 
shelf and another from that, until a small pile is 
built up, the profits on which will amply repay 
you for the trust you repose in the public at large. 
If there is anything more gratifying to a book- 
buyer than to feel that he may browse unmolested 
in your store, and explore every nook and corner 
in it, we should like to know it. The retailer 
wise in his day will encourage it. 

In a crowded store much room may be gained 
by placing skids of shelves under the tables. These 
will be found useful for holding surplus stock, or 
any small classification that may be in demand 
for the moment. Regarding surplus stock, of 
course the average dealer will be careful of hav¬ 
ing more than he actually needs. But there are 
times when the temptation to make an extra five 
per cent, will be too great to be resisted, and 
such stock will be laid in. Put such always in 
the most conspicuous place under your counters, 
and affix to each lot slips of paper, giving title 
and price. Every time you pass look at them and 
remind yourself that there lies the profit of your 
business. This will probably nerve you to re¬ 
newed exertion to pass them along to the public. 
Under no circumstance put such stock where it 
can’t be seen, because of it nothing is more true 
than “ out of sight out of mind.” Putting it 
in some obscure place simply hides your errors 
of purchase, and creates a disagreeable sinking 
fund. Of course, we are not now speaking of 
the surplus of standard or ready-selling stock, 
which is bought in quantities for convenience, 
but of “ flyers.” 

Arrange your surplus stock alphabetically— 
indeed, the alphabetical arrangement should 
be the keystone of your whole establishment. 
It is as important a factor in doing business 
in a bookstore as oil is in the running of 
machinery. Your classification should begin 
with A, say on the right-hand side as you enter 
the store. Beginning in the corner let it run 
around the store. The subdivisions should 
also begin with A on the counter shelf at the 
right-hand corner. Continue the alphabet 
along each shelf, from section to section, 
working towards the rear of the store. By 
following this arrangement, no matter on what 
system you may keep your stock, you will be 
able to locate your subjects without difficulty, 
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as well as to find the books in the publishers’ 
sections. Of course, system and order must be 
insisted upon. Though considerable labor will 
be required to keep up this arrangement, and 
though it may necessitate much shifting and 
changing as new books go to stock, it will be 
found to pay best in the long run. 

No large retail bookstore should be without 
a stock clerk—we mean one whose principal, if 
not sole, duty should be to look after the care 
and arrangement of the books from the moment 
they enter the store until they are finally sold. 
It is false economy' to do otherwise. It is 
above all bad policy-in the busy 3€ason to 
oblige the salesman to give time to such 
drudgery and labor, when he should at all 
times be physically as well as mentally fresh to 
pay attention to getting the ^'goods out and the 
money in. 

Keep reserve of small shelves, covered with 
some good material, and made to fit the tables. 
They will be found handy in rearranging 
stock, or for displaying any special line. They 
also add at times considerable room to your 
tables. Don’t be too ready to break up your 
wooden boxes. Large or small they often come 
in handy in an emergency as shelves, or aids 
to decoration. 


We remind the trade that our Annual Sum¬ 
mary Number will be issued the last week of 
this month, and ask that they will promptly for¬ 
ward copy for their advertisements for that 
number.

The result of the action recently brought by 
Mr. Pinnock against Chapman & Hall puts the 
writers of realistic fiction, in England at least, 
in an uncomfortable position. Major Ellis wrote 
a series of West African stories. In one of those 
stories Mr. Pinnock, a retired West African mer¬ 
chant, resident at Brighton, insisted upon recog¬ 
nizing himself painted in no favorable light, and 
he sought consolation by an action for libel. The 
jury recognized the identity of the portrait, the 
ugly face and all, and the judge pronounced the 
book libellous. Damages ^200. Result: realistic 
fiction must in future contain less realism and 
more fiction. r 


A NATIONAL THEATRE. 

It has been proposed to establish a National 
or “endowed ” Theatre in this country similar to 
that of ancient Athens and of several modern 
continental cities. The plan is endorsed by such 
names as W. D. Howells, Mark Twain, Charles 
Scribner, A. G. Palmer and others equally com¬ 
petent to see and weigh the advantages and 
drawbacks of their scheme. While this question 
is being decided a publishing enterprise to be 
known as The National Theatre, 137 Eighth 
Street, New York City, has begun active work 
in the issuing of essays by well-known writers on 
the subject under discussion, and also of ideal 
and literary plays by poets and dramatists of 
reputation, which shall appeal to the higher in¬ 
telligence and have distinctively American char¬ 
acteristics. The first series of these plays is 
called The New World , Comedie Huviaine , and 
it claims to present the heroic and prosaic 
aspects of American life in a new way. The 
separate plays of this series are “The Cynic, 
or, American statesman,’’ dealing with politics

Parcels 
done up with as much care as that bestowed on 
her husband by a loving wife ; 9. All defects, 
such as dissipation and idleness, will be cured 
in young people paying us frequent visits, and 
they will become solid men ; 10. The other ad¬ 
vantages we offer are too many for language to 
express.” 


EXIT THE “ ECOLE ESTIENNE.” 

A unique educational institution in Paris has 
been abolished by the City Council. The inten¬ 
tion of its founders, also the City Council, was 
to give to Paris a school at which all the techni¬ 
cal details of bookmaking would be taught. The 
school was named the Ecole Estienne, and was 
started with a corps of “professors” of type¬ 
setting, printing, engraving, and bookbinding. 

The professor of bookbinding was also jani¬ 
tor of the building, and when his morning lect¬ 
ure was done he accompanied his students to 
luncheon in the janitor’s quarters, where his wife 
managed a little restaurant. A compositor from 
a large job office took the professorship of type¬ 
setting, and a locksmith for some inscrutable 
reason got the professorship of paper and paper¬ 
making. 
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The president of this faculty was M. Mag- 
nuski, formerly instructor in arithmetic in a 
public school in Paris. Prof. Magnuski was 
unsatisfied by his honors, authority and salary, 
and so in drawing for funds on the city he took 
to check raising, his masterpiece in this partic¬ 
ular being the placing of a “3” before “720 
francs” on an order on the City Treasurer. 

This performance directed the attention of the 
City Council to the Ecole Estienne, and led to 
its abolition, as it had failed to demonstrate its 
usefulness to the public. So the professors of 
typesetting and printing and bookbinding and 
pictures and paper have been retired on half pay, 
and the doors have been closed. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Isaac Smith, who died suddenly at the resi- 
pence of his niece, Mrs. Cfayton Platt, 90 West 
Sixty-eighth Street, New York, December 22, had 
been for many years identified with Ivison, 
Blakeman, Taylor & Co., conducting the litho¬ 
graphic branch of the firm’s business. He was 
born in New York City sixty-one years ago. He 
saw service in the late war as Captain of Com¬ 
pany D, Twenty-second Regiment, National 
Guard. 

William H. Pyne son of John Pyne, for many 
years one of the best-known booksellers in New 
York, died in New York City December 26, aged 
thirty-five years. Wm. Pyne was brought up to 
the book trade, but after the sale of his father’s 
business became a clerk in the Street Cleaning 
Department. Then he obtained a position as 
clerk in the Bureau of Permits, and when this 
department was changed and placed under the 
Mayor’s control at the Marshal’s office he was 
made Complaint Clerk, and held the office nearly 
eight years. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The twenty-fifth volume of Harper's Bazar 
begins with the number for January 2, 1892. 
This number contains the opening chapters of 
a, new serial by Walter Besant, entitled “ The 
Ivory Gate ; ” also a charming Knickerbocker 
story, “ The First Foot,” by Agnes Carr Sage, 
illustrated by Rosina Emmet Sherwood. 

The Magazine of A merica?i History opens its 
twenty-seventh volume with the new year. This 
magazine is deservedly popular, its contents being 
always fresh and valuable. The January number 
is notably good. The leading paper by Hon. 
Arthur Harvey, the President of the Canadian 
Institute, is the first part of “ A Critical and 
Common-sense View of the Enterprise of Chris¬ 
topher Columbus,” uniquely illustrated. The 
question, “ Was America Discovered by the 
Chinese?” is discussed by Rev. Dr. Glover. 
Those who look for the editor’s contribution 
will find it in a clever and informing account of 
41 Prince Henry the Navigator,” the first to con¬ 
ceive the bold project of opening a road through 
the unexplored ocean, who, it is claimed, was the 
originator of the impulse which sent Columbus 
subsequently to our shores. Some things about 
“Collis P. Huntington,” by Hubert Howe Ban¬ 
croft ; “ Canada from a European Point of View 
in 1761,” and other contributions, complete a 
splendid number of one of the best magazines of 
history in the English language. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

“ Wotton Reinfred ” is the title of the story 
by Thomas Carlyle which is to be published 
shortly in England. It is to appear in the same 
volume with his lately printed “ Excursion to 
Paris.” 

Macmillan & Co. have in press a transla¬ 
tion of Kant’s “ Kritikder Urtheilskraft,” by the 
Rev. J. H. Bernard, fellow and lecturer of Trin¬ 
ity College, Dublin, and joint author with Prof. 
Mahaffy of “ Kant’s Critical Philosophy for Eng¬ 
lish Readers.” 

The Commercial Travellers’ Club of New 
York has been organized and has secured per¬ 
manent.quarters at 115 East Fourteenth Street, 
New York. Travelling men in every line are 
welcome to call at the club and become identified 
with what must become a power with the men 
who handle the “grip.” 

A “General Encyclopedia of the History and 
Science of the Jews ” has been undertaken by J. 
Singer, in Paris, and will comprise twelve large 
volumes. The author hopes to present the main 
facts of Jewish history, and to show the effects 
of the Jewish race upon the various factors of 
civilization, science, literature, commerce, in¬ 
dustry, etc. The work will not be finished for 
some time. 

Readers of Carlyle have often inquired whether 
it was possible to obtain some accurate text of 
the course of lectures on literature which he de¬ 
livered in 1838. They will, therefore, be glad to 
hear that these lectures are now about to be pub¬ 
lished by Ellis & Elvey, of London. The text 
now to be issued is derived from the report taken 
at the time by the late T. C. Anstey, two separate 
transcripts of which have been in the hands of the 
publishers. 

Sampson Low, Marston & Co. will publish a 
volume by Mr. J. H. Norman, entitled “ Metal 
Money and the Exchanges.” The work pro¬ 
fesses to be a complete guide to the twenty-nine 
monetary systems used throughout the world, in 
the light of Mr. Norman’s own unit of weight 
system, which has obtained the approval of not a 
few specialist authorities ; and also to give a sim¬ 
ple method of ascertaining the absolute pars of ex¬ 
change in both gold and silver using countries, 
by calculating premium and discount always upon 
a single factor. 

Longmans, Green & Co. will shortly publish 
a story of theatrical life, with a preface by Mr. 
Walter Besant, entitled “Dorothy Wallis.” This 
book is really an autobiography. It is the life of 
a girl related by herself in a series of letters written 
from day to day, as the events occur, to her lover, 
who is a young doctor in the service of a line of 
steamships. Her guardian and uncle robs her of 
her fortune, and she has to maintain herself. How 
she does this, with what courage and against what 
odds, the opening chapters relate. She resolves, 
however, being impelled by a genuine love for 
the art, to adopt the profession of actress ; she 
obtains an engagement with a travelling company, 
and she relates her experiences and her advent¬ 
ures. 

Surprised at the offer made by the Cosmopoli¬ 
tan to furnish with that magazine, at a slight 
advance in price, either the Grant, the Sherman, 
the Sheridan or the McClellan memoirs, the 
Critic has made inquiry of the publishers to 
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learn how it can be done, with the following re¬ 
sult: “ There had been an overproduction of 
war material in newspapers, books and maga¬ 
zines, Mr. Hall declared, and the inevitable re¬ 
action had come. The business had been tre¬ 
mendously overdone. People would buy a work 
on any subject rather than the civil war, and the 
consequence was that even so great a book as the 
Grant, which, if it had been the only one of the 
sort, would have continued to sell enormously, 
had been simply choked to death in the suicidal 
competition. Naturally enough, they had printed 
an unprecedentedly large number of sets in ad¬ 
vance of sale, promptness in filling orders being 
of the utmost importance in handling such a 


work, and the ultimate dwindling of the 1 boom * 
had left them with perhaps 25,000 copies in stock, 
while to these had been added some 5 or 10 thou¬ 
sand more, thrown back upon their hands as the 
result of legal proceedings they had brought 
against faithless agents. This stock was as so 
much worthless timber, and every cent realized 
upon it was clear gain.”
